Agitator Cronin’s Friends Still Think

JERSEY City (N. q.), May 14. 
Associated Press.] The audience at the 
Academy of Music showed marvelous pluck 
tonight. The woodwork underneath the 
gallery took fire through a leaky gas pipe 
during the performance of The Still Alarm, 
and the people sat and watched a real fire 
scene unmoved. A fire truck was called 
immediately, and a squad of policemen, 
headed by Chief Murphy, were in the thea- 
ter in an incredibly short space of time 
after the discoyery of the blaze. 

When the firemen entered the building a 
few persons showed a disposition to rush 
out, but Fireman Coleman dealt one man a 
powerful blow with his fist. This had the 


desired effect, sto app no rush which 
might have resulte 


the fears of nervous men and women. The 
audience watched intently the firemen as 
they battled with aud subdued the flames. 
The orchestra played with commend- 
able vigor, which imparted confidence dur- 
ing the excitement. 


THE MISSING MAN. 


Friends Still Think He 
Was Murdered. 

Cricado, May 14.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Friends of Dr. Cronin who believe 
that he has been murdered have decided to 
dredge Lake Michigan for his remains, The 
work is to extend over a distance of six 
miles along the shore and a distance of a 
mile and a half out into the lake. Divers 
will accompany the dredgers. 

Up to a late hour tonight there are no 
new developments in the case. Cronin’s 
friends still refuse to believe that he at any 
time has been in 9 and incline to be- 
lieve that his body will be found in the 
lake. The hief 9 detectives today said 
that several discrepancies had been discov- 
ered in the story told by Woodruff or Black 
and that he is becoming convinced that the 
whole story was a fabrication concocted by 
the young man ee ps secure immunity 
for himself on horse-stealing charge.

In the same issue of the Express is a 
eolumn article on the First-street 
bridge, which puts the matter in a far 
less favorable light for Mrs. Bigelow 
than anything that has heretofore 
been developed, and forms a much 
severe comment on that lady’s course 
than did our few remarks of yesterday.

advantage of a technical error made 
by one of her attorneys to set aside 
the findings of the committee. 

The above facts, in substance, have 
been stated in the City Council. They 
were made the foundation of a resolu- 
tion for a condemnation suit, passed“ 
the Council on Monday, and were the 
basis of our remarks of yesterday. If 
Mrs. Bigelow can show that they are 
a misrepresentation of facts from 
beginning to end,“ she will prove that 
several prominent gentleman, includ- 
ing the City Attorney are -very much 
mistaken.
